Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1946. 

The  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection  during  the  year  was  rather  hampered 
by  a  shortage  of  medical  staff,  but  despite  this,  all  inspections  of  the  entrants  and 
leavers  groups  were  completed.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  overall  incidence 
of  defects  found  at  inspections,  but  this  increase  did  not  occur  to  an  extent  worthy 
of  particular  notice  in  any  special  category.  The  general  health  of  the  children, 
despite  the  severity  of  the  spring  and  early  summer  weather,  remained  good,  and 
it  may  be  noted  with  satisfaction  that  there  was,  as  in  the  past  two  years,  a  further 
fall  in  the  number  of  children  found  at  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  sub-normal 
nutrition. 

In  the  body  of  the  Report  I  have  commented  on  the  alteration  in  the  duties 
of  the  School  Health  Visiting  Service,  whereby  the  Health  Visitor  now  becomes 
the  School  Health  Visitor  to  all  schools  in  her  area.  This  is  a  change-over  from  the 
separate  School  Health  Visitors’  service  which  has  been  in  operation  for  the  past 
ten  years. 

On  the  treatment  side,  the  scope  of  work  in  Speech  Therapy  was  widened 
by  the  conversion  of  the  post  of  Speech  Therapist  from  part-time  to  a  full-time 
appointment.  Premises  for  the  establishment  of  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  were 
obtained  at  the  “  Elms”,  Cowley  Hill  Lane,  and  a  consultant  Psychiatrist  appointed 
to  the  staff  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  work  of  Child  Guidance  cannot,  however, 
be  commenced  until  other  necessary  trained  personnel  have  been  obtained,  namely, 
a  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  an  Educational  Psychologist.  Plans  for  the 
establishment  of  an  Orthoptic  Clinic  as  an  adjunct  to  the  Ophthalmic  treatment 
service  were  also  approved. 

For  much  of  the  work  done  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  O’Brien,  Deputy  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  to  him  and  to  other  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  teachers 
and  officials  of  the  Education  Department,  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
pressing  my  appreciation  of  their  ever  willing  and  helpful  assistance.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  1946  there  were  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  41  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  with  80  departments.  Particulars  as 


to  accommodation  and  attendances  are  as  follows  : —

During  1946  ov/ing  to  continued  shortage  of  medical  staff  it  was  still  only 
possible,  as  during  the  war  years,  to  carry  out  a  modified  scheme  of  school  medical 
inspection.  This  involved  the  suspension  of  the  routine  medical  inspection  of 
the  “  primary  leavers  ”  group  of  children.  Many  of  these  children,  however, 
were  put  forward  as  special  cases  for  the  investigation  and/or  treatment  of  individual 
defects,  so  that  the  transition  from  primary  to  secondary  school  was  not  completely 
without  medical  supervision.  It  is  expected  that  1947  will  show  a  return  to  the 
complete  scheme  of  medical  inspection  covering  all  age  groups  in  the  school 
population. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out 
by  Medical  Officers  in  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  during  1946,  and  also  shows 
the  number  of  cases  referred  to  Inspection  Clinics  following  the  inspections  for 


further  consultation  and  advice.

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A  complete  Nutritional  Survey  of  all  children  in  attendance  at  schools  in 
the  Borough  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  results  are  tabulated  in  Table 
VIII  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 


FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Of  the  3,309  children  examined  at  Routine  Medical  Inspections  during  1946, 
295  (8.92%)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defects  (other  than  uncleanliness, 
defective  clothing  or  footwear,  and  dental  defects)  which  required  treatment,  and 
968  (29.25%)  from  defects  requiring  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

The  corresponding  percentages  for  1945  were  5.98%  and  23.71%  respect¬ 
ively.  There  was  therefore  in  1946  an  increase  in  the  general  incidence  of  cases 
requiring  treatment  or  observation.  Amongst  cases  referred  for  treatment  this 
increase  was  accounted  for  by  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  for  treatment 
for  defective  vision,  and  also  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  for  investigation  of 
naso-pharyngeal  infections,  particularly  cases  of  suspected  sinusitis.  Despite  the 
severe  and  unpleasant  climatic  conditions  of  the  winter,  spring  and  early  summer, 
only  a  very  slight  increase  was  found  in  the  incidence  of  catarrhal  chest  complaints. 
In  the  categories  listed  for  observation,  increases  were  similarly  noted  in  cases  of 
defective  vision  and  catarrhal  throat  infections  and  also  in  the  group  of  cases  com¬ 
prising  defects  of  posture  and  lack  of  general  muscular  development. 

During  the  year  the  Nutritional  Survey  of  all  children  in  Primary  and 
Secondary  schools  was  again  carried  out.  Out  of  15,844  children  examined  during 
the  survey,  1,000  (6.31%)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  degree  of  sub¬ 
normal  nutrition.  This  was  a  lower  incidence  than  in  1945,  when  the  corresponding 
figure  was  7.54°  o?  and  it  also  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  of  9.02%  for 
1944.  This  decrease  in  incidence  is,  therefore,  a  progressive  one  and  is  worthy  of 
note.  If  the  success  of  the  expansion  of  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  and 
school  meals  were  to  be  judged  by  these  figures  alone,  the  scheme  is  amply  justified. 
Details  of  the  survey  in  individual  schools  are  given  in  Table  VIII. 

The  percentage  of  children  found  at  routine  inspections  with  defective 
clothing  was  0.66  in  1946  as  compared  with  1.35  in  1945.  The  percentage  with 
defective  footwear  was  0.12  compared  with  0.23  in  the  preceding  year.  Special 
attention  was  given  to  this  question  by  School  Care  Committees  during  the  year 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  an  improvement  has  resulted. 

During  1946  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  verminous 
infestation.  A  total  of  50,326  examinations  of  children  in  school  was  made.  The 
percentage  of  children  found  infested  was  5.26  as  against  5.84  in  the  previous  year. 
Although  this  slight  decrease  is  a  welcome  one,  the  figure  is  still  too  high.  One 
feature  which  gives  rise  to  uneasiness  is  the  deterioration  in  the  position  which 
occurs  during  school  holiday  periods  when  the  children  are  away  from  the  vigilant 
supervision  of  the  School  Health  Visitors.  In  difficult  cases  where  parents  failed 
to  take  satisfactory  action,  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  Cleansing  Centre 
was  offered,  and  88  children  were  cleansed  at  this  Centre  during  the  year.  In  no 
cases  were  compulsory  powers  required. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  found  at  inspections  during  the  year  was  60 
compared  with  92  in  1945.  This  continues  the  decrease  in  these  cases  which  has 
been  progressive  over  the  past  few  years.  Treatment  facilities  for  these  cases 
continued  to  be  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  Cleansing  Centre. 
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Re-examinations.

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

There  was  no  curtailment  of  the  range  of  treatment  services  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  previous  years.  In  some  cases  these  services  were  extended, 
and  are  noted  under  the  various  sections  dealing  with  specialised  treatments. 

Table  IV  gives  in  detail,  and  Table  VII  in  summary,  the  treatment  obtained 
for  the  various  defects  referred  for  treatment  during  the  year. 

Of  the  5,591  children  referred  for  treatment  for  medical  defects  discovered 
during  routine  and  special  inspections  during  the  year,  5,237  (93.67%)  were  treated 
before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  of  7,743  children  referred  for  dental  treatment 
4,392  (56.72%)  were  treated  during  the  same  period.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  defects  treated  at  the  various 
treatment  centres  during  the  year.  This  occurred  in  the  categories  of  minor 
ailments  and  dental  defects.  This  latter  increase  in  the  scope  of  dental  treatment 
was  rendered  possible  by  the  return  of  the  dental  staff  to  its  normal  strength  during 
the  year. 

At  district  minor  ailments  clinics,  1,924  children  made  15,674  attendances 
during  1946,  and  at  district  dental  clinics  1,206  children  made  1,618  attendances. 
The  clinic  facilities  for  minor  ailments  and  dental  treatments  in  the  Thatto  Heath 
district  were  improved  by  the  opening  of  the  new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
and  School  Clinic  Centre  in  Lacey  Street. 

The  question  of  special  provision  for  the  requirements  of  handicapped 
children  is  dealt  with  under  its  appropriate  heading  in  a  later  section  of  the  Report. 
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Ophthalmic  Clinic.

The  operations  referred  to  above  was  a  straightening  operation  performed 
for  squint  by  the  Consultant  Surgeon  in  one  of  the  local  hospitals. 

The  question  of  the  treatment  of  cases  of  squint  by  conservative  methods 
was  proposed  in  the  Report  of  last  year.  Further  steps  were  taken  during  1946 
to  implement  this,  and  a  scheme  for  the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  an  Orthoptic 
Clinic  was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Education  Committee.  It  was  not 
possible,  however,  to  commence  the  work  of  the  clinic  before  the  end  of  the  year. 


EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC. 

The  work  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  maintained  a  high  level  during 
1946,  when  532  children  attended  for  examination  and  treatment  compared  with 
547  in  the  previous  year.  Attendances,  however,  were  3,858  as  against  3,048  in 
1945,  which  provides  evidence  that  there  was  an  actual  increase  in  the  work  done 
at  the  clinic.  Weekly  sessions  were  conducted  as  usual  by  the  Consultant  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon,  and  daily  dressings  and  intercurrent  treatments  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Nurse. 

Cases  requiring  operative  treatment  were  operated  on  at  other  weekly 
sessions  conducted  by  the  Authority’s  Consultant  Surgeon  in  the  Providence 
Free  Hospital.

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Audiometer  Survey. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  assessing  the  normality  of  hearing  in  certain 
groups  of  school  children  was  continued.  As  before  the  children  selected  for  test 
were  primarily  from  “  B  ”  and  “  C  ”  stream  classes  or  were  children  referred 
specially  for  test  as  apparently  handicapped  by  defective  hearing. 


In  all  1,017  children  were  tested  as  against  1,158  in  the  previous  year. 
The  work  was  rather  hampered  during  a  long  period  when  repairs  to  the  audiometer 
were  found  to  be  necessary  and  the  instrument  was  out  of  commission.

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As  may  be  seen  the  response  to  offers  of  treatment  still  remains  very  dis¬ 
appointing,  and  less  than  50%  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  investigate 
the  cause  of  deafness  found  on  audiometer  examination.  The  provision  of  a 
pure-tone  audiometer  is  a  future  necessity  for  the  investigation  of  cases  of  “tone” 
deafness  and  for  the  estimation  of  the  necessity  for  hearing  aids  in  certain  cases  of 
partial  deafness. 


DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  V.  Higham,  Senior  Dental  Surgeon,  for  the  following 
notes  on  the  work  done  by  the  School  Dental  Department,  details  of  which  are  given 
in  Table  V. 

During  1946  the  Dental  staff  was  restored  to  pre-war  strength  by  the  return 
from  the  Forces,  in  February,  of  the  male  Assistant  Dental  Surgeon. 

The  scope  of  treatment  was  enlarged  during  the  year  by  the  inclusion 
of  specialised  arrangements  for  orthodontic  treatment  and  the  provision  of  dentures. 
This  led  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  dental  operations  other  than 
fillings  and  extractions  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Among  the  special  treatments  provided  were  19  regulation  appliances,  one 
obturator,  and  6  dentures,  as  well  as  treatments  for  gingivitis,  scalings  and  root 
canal  treatments.  Under  arrangements  made  with  the  Liverpool  Dental  Hospital 
five  complicated  orthodontia  cases  were  referred  to  that  hospital  and  were  awaiting 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  17,673  school  children  were  inspected  and  7,737  (43.78%) 
were  referred  for  treatment  ;  4,392  (56.77%)  of  these  received  treatment  during 
the  year  and  in  3,598  cases  treatment  was  completed. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  treatment  was  given  at  the  Open  Air  School  twice 
during  the  year.  At  the  first  inspection  115  children  were  examined  and  36  were 
referred  for  and  received  treatment.  At  the  second  inspection  114  were  examined  ; 
36  required  treatment,  of  whom  30  were  treated,  and  4  are  awaiting  appointments 
for  extractions  under  nitrous  oxide  at  the  Central  Clinic. 


FOLLOWING-UP  AND  WORK  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  VISITORS.

As  forecast  in  the  Report  for  1945,  a  re-organisation  of  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitors’  staff  was  carried  out  in  1946  so  that  each  District  Health  Visitor 
became  also  the  School  Health  Visitor  for  the  schools  in  her  area.  It  was  considered 
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that  this  would  result  in  a  more  closely  knit  and  efficient  Health  Visiting  Service 
embracing  in  its  scope  the  work  of  School  Health  supervision  as  well  as  Maternity 
and  Infant  Welfare  work.  In  order  to  assist  Health  Visitors  in  their  school  work 
a  general  trained  nurse  was  also  appointed  to  the  staff  to  help  in  the  verminous 
inspections  in  the  schools.  Such  work  has  in  the  past  occupied  a  great  deal  of  the 
School  Health  Visitors’  time,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  assistance  thus  given  will 
leave  them  more  time  to  carry  out  increased  district  work  in  the  homes  of  the  school 
children,  and  to  devote  more  time  to  educational  and  health  propaganda  activities 
in  the  schools. 

It  is  a  matter  for  future  consideration  whether  verminous  inspection  in 
schools  should  not  be  entirely  carried  out  by  general  trained  nurses  appointed 
for  this  purpose,  so  as  to  free  the  School  Health  Visitors  for  more  positive  work 
in  the  sphere  of  Health  Education.  A  great  deal  of  the  time  of  highly  trained 
nursing  personnel  has  been  wasted  in  the  past  on  routine  tasks  of  this  nature  which 
could  be  easily  undertaken  by  less  highly  trained  personnel. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Visitors,  special  nurses  are 
wholly  engaged  in  treatment  work  at  the  Central  School  Clinic  and  District  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  the  principal  infectious  diseases  occurring  amongst 
children  attending  school  is  shown  in  the  following  table,  which  also  gives  the 
corresponding  figures  since  1942.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  amongst  school 
children  was  generally  low  in  all  categories  with  the  exception  of  German  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough.  In  the  case  of  German  Measles  the  disease  was  rather  wide¬ 
spread  but  the  effect  on  the  general  health  of  the  children  was  minimal.  Cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  were  the  highest  since  1943,  and  affected  the  younger  age 
groups  especially.  In  neither  disease,  however,  was  there  any  tendency  to  epidemic 
occurrence. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  school  population  sho  wed  a  low  return.  Measures 
directed  towards  the  immunisation  of  the  school  population  were  actively  pressed 
forward  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  percentage  of  immunised  school  children 
is  now  75.6%. 

During  the  year  the  percentage  attendance  did  not  fall  below  60%  in  any 
school  by  reason  of  epidemic  sickness. 


HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 

Under  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  Medical  Services  Regulations,  1945, 
there  are  defined  “  the  several  categories  of  pupils  requiring  special  educational 
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treatment  for  their  primary  and  secondary  education  ”  and  for  purposes  of  special 
educational  treatment  these  children  are  sub-divided  into  the  following  categories  : 

(a)  Blind  Pupils. 

(b)  Partially  Sighted  Pupils. 

(c)  Deaf  Pupils. 

(d)  Partially  Deaf  Pupils. 

(e)  Delicate  Pupils. 

(f)  Diabetic  Pupils. 

(g)  Educationally  Sub-Normal  Pupils. 

(h)  Epileptic  Pupils. 

(i)  Maladjusted  Pupils. 

(j)  Physically  Handicapped  Pupils. 

(k)  Pupils  suffering  from  Speech  Defect. 

The  following  section  of  the  Report  deals  with  the  various  categories  of 
handicapped  children  in  the  area.  The  number  of  these  children  is  given  in  detail 
in  Table  III.  In  the  category  of  Physically  Defective  children  it  has  been  found 
convenient  to  comment  also  in  this  section  on  certain  types  of  children  not  falling 
within  the  definition  of  Handicapped  Children,  but  suffering  to  some  degree  from 
established  defects,  which,  though  not  preventing  their  education  in  ordinary 
schools,  interfere  to  some  extent  with  a  normal  mode  of  life. 

Blind  Pupils. 

The  total  number  of  these  children  is  given  in  Table  III.  There  are  at 
present  6  blind  children  in  St.  Helens  and  all  are  attending  Certified  Residential 
Schools  for  the  Blind. 

During  1946,  one  blind  girl  who  had  completed  her  elementary  training 
in  a  Special  School  for  the  Blind,  returned  to  that  school  for  vocational  training 
in  Machine  Knitting. 

There  are  now  4  girls  receiving  vocational  training  in  Special  Schools  for 
the  Blind.  They  are  all  being  trained  in  Machine  Knitting.  One  blind  boy  and 
one  blind  girl  completed  their  vocational  training  during  the  year,  and  are  now 
employed  at  the  St.  Helens  Workshops  for  the  Blind — the  boy  in  Basketry  and 
the  girl  in  Machine  Knitting. 

Partially  Sighted  Pupils. 

There  were  2  children  listed  under  this  category. 

Deaf  Pupils. 

During  1946,  2  deaf  children  were  classified  under  this  group  and  were  sent 
to  special  residential  schools.  The  total  number  of  children  maintained  at  Certified 
Schools  for  the  Deaf  is  17,  and  1  deaf  child  in  St.  Helens  attends  no  school,  neither 
Primary,  Secondary  nor  Special  School. 

Partially  Deaf  Pupils. 

One  child  was  found  during  the  year  with  defective  hearing  of  such  degree 
as  to  require  special  education  in  a  school  for  the  partially  deaf,  and  was  admitted 
during  the  year  to  a  residential  school  for  such. 

Delicate  Pupils. 

Facilities  for  the  education  of  pupils  classified  under  this  heading  were 
available  as  before  in  the  Hamblett  Open  Air  Council  School,  and  during  the  year 
much  useful  work  was  accomplished  at  that  school.  Priority  of  admission  is 
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invariably  given  to  children  suffering  from  any  degree  of  subnormal  nutrition 
and  to  children  recovering  from  infectious  or  other  debilitating  illnesses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  119  children  on  the  register.  During 
the  year  72  new  cases  were  admitted  and  71  children  were  discharged.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  120  on  the  school  roll.  The  condition  of  the  children  on

Diabetic  Pupils. 


During  1946  no  children  suffering  from  Diabetes  came  within  the  definition 
of  handicapped  pupils. 

Educationally  Sub-Normal  Pupils. 

There  are  at  present  28  feeble  minded  but  educable  children  of  school  age 
in  St.  Helens,  but  only  6  of  these  are  at  Special  schools.  Of  the  remainder  13  attend 
“  C  ”  stream  classes  in  Primary  schools  and  9  are  at  no  school  or  institution. 

During  the  year  proposals  for  the  provision  in  St.  Helens  of  a  special  school 
for  such  children  were  inaugurated  and  when  completed  should  be  of  great  assistance 
in  dealing  with  this  type  of  child. 

During  1946,  1  ineducable  mentally  defective  boy  and  4  imbeciles  (1  boy 
and  3  girls)  were  notified  to  the  Local  Control  Authority. 

In  connection  with  provision  for  the  ineducable  children  in  the  district? 
the  Lancashire  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  Committee  run  an  Occupational  Centre, 
which  is  held  at  Stanley  House,  Sinclair  Street,  on  five  days  a  week  from  9-30  a.m. 
to  3-30  p.m.  During  1946,  12  children  of  school  age  were  in  attendance  at  the 
Centre,  where  handicraft  subjects  are  taught. 

Epileptic  Pupils. 

There  are  4  known  pupils  suffering  from  Epilepsy  in  the  Borough,  but  of 
these  only  3  can  be  claimed  as  “  handicapped,”  none  of  whom  are  in  attendance 
at  a  school  or  in  an  Institution. 

Maladjusted  Pupils. 

Children  in  this  category  are  those  for  whom  some  form  of  treatment  is 
considered  necessary  on  account  of  psychological  disturbances  or  behaviour 
problems  which  may  interfere  with  their  normal  school  progress.  The  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  progressed  during  the  year  and  very 
suitable  premises  for  the  Clinic  were  found  in  the  “  Elms,”  Cowley  Hill  Lane. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Hardman  was  appointed  on  a  part-time  basis  as  Psychiatrist 
and  Medical  Director  of  the  Clinic,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  commence 
the  work  of  the  Clinic  during  the  year  as  the  necessary  other  specialised  staff, 
namely,  a  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  an  Educational  Psychologist  could  not 
be  obtained.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Clinic  will  come  into  operation  during  1947, 
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Physically  Handicapped  Pupils. 

(A)  Crippled  Children. 

There  were  during  1946,  24  children  in  St.  Helens  who  by  reason  of  disease 
or  crippling  defect  could  not  be  satisfactorily  educated  in  an  ordinary  school. 
18  of  these  were  at  Special  schools,  and  6  were  at  no  school  or  institution. 

There  were  in  the  Borough,  however,  many  other  children  with  lesser 
degrees  of  crippling,  not  of  such  a  degree  as  to  prevent  their  satisfactory  education 
in  ordinary  schools.  These  cases  attended  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  in  the  Albion 
Street  Centre,  and  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  while  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse  carried  out  the  appropriate  inter-current 
treatments.  The  following  statement  gives  the  number  and  types  of  cases  on  the 
register  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  during  the  year.

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The  treatment  provided  for  these  children  involved  614  attendances  for 
consultation  or  treatment  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  2,399  attendances  for  i  iter- 
mediate  treatment  by  the  nurse  and  223  home  visits  by  the  nurse  for  purposes  of 
supervision.  In  addition,  20  cases  received  surgical  or  other  hospital  in-patient 
treatment  for  an  aggregate  of  3,680  days. 

(B)  Tuberculous  Children. 

At  the  end  of  1946,  there  were  in  St.  Helens  104  children  of  school  age 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  following  forms  : —

The  corresponding  figures  for  1945  were  15  pulmonary  and  75  non- 
pulmonary  cases, 
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Most  of  these  cases  were  quiescent  but  21  non-pul monary  cases  and  4 
pulmonary  eases  were  found  to  require  active  treatment. 

Out-patient  treatment  for  children  suffering  from  tuberculous  disease  of 
bones  or  joints  is  provided  at  the  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  where  26  children 
made  46  attendances  to  see  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  and  54  attendances  for 
supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse.  The  latter  also  paid  158  supervisory  home 
visits  during  the  year.  In  addition  18  children  suffering  from  tuberculous  adenitis 
made  399  attendances  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  Artificial  Sunlight. 
One  child  with  lupus  of  the  face  attended  the  Belmont  Road  Hospital,  Liverpool, 
by  arrangement  with  the  Liverpool  Public  Health  Department,  for  intensive  light 
treatment. 

During  1946,  15  children  spent  an  aggregate  of  1,890  days  in  Eccleston 
Hall  Sanatorium.  These  children  received  tuition  at  the  special  school  attached  to 
the  Sanatorium,  the  average  daily  attendance  being  8  and  the  average  number  of 
days  each  child  attended  126.  In  addition  9  children  spent  an  aggregate  of  2,557 
days  in  the  Leasowe  Open  Air  Hospital  for  Children. 

(C)  Children  with  Cardiac  Disabilities  and  Rheumatic  Children. 

During  1946  monthly  sessions  of  the  Heart  and  Rheumatism  Clinic  were 
conducted  by  the  Consultant  Physician,  Dr.  G.  R.  Ellis. 

The  Clinic  now  has  a  number  of  cases  under  recurrent  review  and  new 
cases  are  regularly  referred  for  investigation  and  advice  by  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers. 

During  the  year  18  new  cases  were  investigated  and  48  old  cases  from  the 
previous  year  were  reviewed.  Many  of  these  children  made  2  or  more  attendances.

The  general  work  of  the  Clinic  is  directed  towards  investigation  of  doubtful 
cases  and  supervision  of  cases  of  minor  severity.  In  all  cases  a  careful  grading  is 
carried  out  in  relation  to  the  child’s  capacity  to  lead  a  normal  school  life.  Where 
necessary,  cases  of  an  advanced  or  potentially  serious  type  are  recommended  for 
treatment  at  Special  schools. 
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There  were  during  the  year  4  cases  with  serious  organic  heart  disease  and/or 
rheumatism  in  residence  at  the  St.  Joseph’s  Residential  Heart  Hospital,  Rainhill. 
Two  other  cases  are  so  seriously  handicapped  as  to  be  unable  to  attend  any  school. 
Of  the  remaining  known  cases  of  cardiac  disability,  some  are  in  attendance  at  the 
Hamblett  Open  Air  Council  School  and  7  with  organic  heart  disease  are  able 
without  detriment  to  attend  primary  or  secondary  schools.. 


Pupils  Suffering  from  Speech  Defects. 

During  the  greater  part  of  1946  the  services  of  a  whole-time  Speech  Therapist 
were  available  for  the  work  at  the  Speech  Therapy  Clinic.  Following  her  resig¬ 
nation  in  October  of  that  year,  however,  it  was  found  impossible  to  fill  the  vacancy 
on  a  whole-time  basis  and  it  was  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  as  far  as  possible 
with  the  services  of  a  part-time  Therapist,  who  devoted  3  sessions  per  fortnight 
to  the  work.  By  reason  of  this  the  following  report,  submitted  by  the  Speech 
Therapist  on  the  work  accomplished,  deals  only  with  cases  under  treatment  up 
to  October,  1946  : — 

There  was  a  considerable  expansion  of  the  speech  therapy  service 
during  1946,  following  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Speech  Therapist. 
This  permitted  an  increase  in  the  time  given  to  each  child  coming  for 
treatment,  as  well  as  the  addition  of  more  new  cases.  The  increase 
in  the  period  of  individual  treatment  was  found  to  be  well  worth  while, 
as  children  were  discharged  much  more  quickly. 

Many  stammerers  were  not  discharged  completely,  but  were 
transferred  to  the  supervision  list.  Stammering  is  usually  the  symptom 
of  a  deeper  nervous  disturbance,  and  though  the  stammer  often  appears  to 
clear  up,  it  is  liable,  under  periods  of  emotional  distress,  to  recur. 
Most  of  these  cases,  therefore,  are  kept  under  supervision  for  a  period 
after  their  speech  appears  to  be  normal. 

In  July,  1946,  five  children,  suspected  of  having  some  form  of 
partial  deafness,  were  tested  on  a  puretone  audiometer  at  the  Liverpool 
School  for  the  Deaf.  The  results  of  this  test  were  most  helpful,  both 
in  the  diagnosis  of  their  particular  disability  and  as  a  guide  to  the  form 
of  speech  theraphy  best  suited  to  their  needs.

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NURSERY  CLASSES. 

There  are  nursery  classes  for  children  from  3  years  of  age  and  upwards 
in  all  the  37  infants’  departments  of  the  primary  schools  of  the  town,  and  there 
are  war-time  nurseries  for  children  from  2  years  of  age  at  St.  Luke’s  C.E.  School, 
Rivington  Road  School  and  Windlehurst  Junior  School. 

During  1946  there  were  1530  children  under  5  years  of  age  in  attendance 
at  these  classes  and  nurseries. 

Nursery  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  daily  receive  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange 
Juice  under  the  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  reports  from 
the  schools  show  the  great  value  of  the  scheme. 


SCHOOL  MEALS 

During  1946,  the  total  number  of  meals  served  to  School  children  was 
1,660,081,  of  which  376,462  were  provided  free.  The  total  number  of  individual 
children  receiving  meals  was  8,740.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1945  were 
1,364,247  meals  (452,508  free)  provided  to  7,430  children. 

These  numbers  show  a  decrease  of  16.8%  in  free  meals  and  an  increase  of 
40.8^0  iti  paid  meals. 

Three  new  Canteens  were  opened  during  the  year  at  Central  Modern  Boys’, 
Sutton  C.E.,  and  Nutgrove. 


SCHOOL  MILK. 

During  1946,  milk  was  supplied  daily  to  16,815  individual  children.  From 
September  all  the  children  received  milk  free. 

The  milk  is  now  being  delivered  in  one-third  pint  bottles,  and  drinking 
straws  are  provided. 

Samples  of  school  milk  are  regularly  taken  for  examination  to  ensure  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness.
